In  doing  this  the 
regiment  was  stationed  ne^r  the  home  of  the  said  Jackson,  and  in  all  probability, 
he  (Edward)  enlisted  Aug.  13,  1776,  and  his  son  Stephen  joined  a  company  under 
James  Y.illis  at  that  time.  ly  seems  that  they  served  until  the  close  of  the  war 
as  both  were  wounded  at  Yorktown. 

In  1793  the  said  Jackson  and  his  family  removed  to  Harrison  County  in  Vfestern 
Virginia,  where  they  located  on  Brown’s  Creek.  His  ■will,  dated  May  7,  1807,  is 
on  record  at  Clarksburg,  YJast  Virginia,  i£i  Yfill  Book  One,  page  332.  The  children 
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are  named  as  legatees.  Tfee  inventory  of  his  estate  -was  filed  and  recorded  June  29, 
1804.  (T>'ill  Book  1,  p.4l3)  The  only  deed  of  record  is  dated  April  16,  17©?,  in 
which  his  wife  "Martha"  Joins  in  the  conveyance.

The  undersigned  *fur the r  affirms  that  he  has  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  the 
family  of  Edward  Jackson  (1753-1828)  usually  locally  referred  to  as  the  "Jackson 
mill  Jacksons"  and  in  this  connection  quite  familiar  with  the  Edward  ViJ.  Jackson 
(1730-1807)  locally  called  the  "Jane  Lew'  or  New  Jersey  Jacksons"  and  that  it  is  vrell 
Imown  by  all  local  people  and  proven  by  the  records  that  the  two  groups  resided  in 
the  same  general  locality  and  bore  no  relationship.  He  further  affirms  that  he  has

on  the  trolley  line  between  the  city  of  Weston  and  che  ci of  Clarksburg.  Descend¬ 
ants  of  both  groups  Si^ill  reside  in  the  community,  ana  t.-.t  family  of  the  undersigned 
in  one  or  more  lines  has  been  connected  with  the  seune  c ora.* ty  since  1795.

My  grandfather,  Jacob  H.  Jackson,  must  have  married  in  West  Virginia  for  my 
father  told  me  many  times,  that  v.'hen  coming  to  Ohio  and  attempting  to  ford  the  Scioto 
at  Chillicothe  the  ivater  -was  so  deep,  due  to  heavy  rain,  that  the  wagon  was  almost 
swamped  when  the  horses  were  compelled  to  swim  and  floated  way  down  the  river, 
finally  reached  the  other  side  and  landed  safely.  Granville  my  father’s  oldest 
brother  was  a  child  in  arms  and  my  grandfather  had  to  hold  him  ug  above  the  mter. 

My  great  grandfather,  William  Jackson  was  riding  the  wheel  horse  and  driving  the 
lead  horse.

A  history  of  the  Jackson  family  would  not  be  complete  unless  reference  was  made 
to  the  LIB’EL  SILY^ER  COKIET  BAUD 

The  first  band  vas  organized  before  the~Uivil  Yiar,  and  numbered  among  its 
members,  George  Jackson,  Gus  Spence,  Sam  Spence,  Pingery  McFarran,  Joel  Blacksbone, 
and  met  in  Jared  Adaias  Store  adjoining  the  school  house.  It^  burned  with  all  the 
instruments  of  the  band. 

The  second  band  was  organized  about  1874  by  Steve  Jackson,  at  first,  the  meet¬ 
ings  were  held  in  the  primai^'’  room  of  the  Level  School  house.  Later,  a  two  room 
building  vas  moved  from  the  Tom  Patterson  farm  to  the  lot  at  Level,  opposite  the  old 
blacksmith  shop.  Instructors  were  J.A.  Mays,  of  A.  Squires  &  Co.  Cincinnati. 
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V.'m.  Grapes  of  Cincinnati  "was  the  second*  Later  it  \vas  decided  that  Steve  Jackson 
and  Elmer  Jackson  were  sufficient  instructors.  The  band  gradually  passed  out  of 
Ln  1884.  Ihe  ousiest  season  vjas  the  Hancock*»Garf ie  1q  Campaign  in  1880. 

The  Level  Band  played  jcxai:  twice  against  the  Clarksville  Band  at  the  Blanchester 
Fair.  Winnii^g  one  and  losing  one. 

The  band  was  uniformed  and  had  a  very  classy  band  wagon  drawn  by  four  horses. 

^he  membership  of  second  band  was-“Elmer  E*  Jackson,  First  Cornet  and  Leader-

Benjamin  Lewis  at  N.H.  University,  Lebanon  and  played  in  orchest¬ 
ra.  "^bile  teaching  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  .lontana,  she  continuea  her  soudy  of  music 
and  at  the  present  time  (1935)  is  conducting  a  music  Studio  in  Seattle,  hash,  where 
she  teaches  flute,  trumpet,  clarinet,  saxaphone,  French  horn  and  trombone.  She  is  a 
member  of  prominent  clubs  in  her  city,  and  lectures  upon  music  and  kindred  subjects 
before  the  leading  clubs  in  Seattle — and  taught  wind  instruments  in  three  different 
colleges  in  Tvashington.

I,  Moses  Elsworth,  of  Harrison  county,  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
being  weak  in  body  but  perfect  mind  and  memory,  thanks  given  to  God, 
calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  it  is  appoint¬ 
ed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  appoint  this  my  last  will 
and  testament,  that  is  to  say  that  principally  and  first  of  all  I 
give  and  recomr.iend  my  soul  unto  the  hands  of  God  that  gave  it  and 
my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth,  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  Chris¬ 
tian  manner  at  the  direction  of  my  executor,  nothing  doubting  but 
at  the  general  resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the 
mighty  power  of  God,  And  as  touching  such  worldly  goods  -daereas 
it  has  pleased  God  to  me  bless  in  this  life,  I  give  devise  and 
dispose  of  the  same  in  the  manner  and  form  follovang  viz; 

I  give  unto  my  beloved  wife  Mary  Elizabeth  the  third 
part  of  my  plantation  during  her  life  time,  likewise  a  third  part 
of  my  cattle,  sheep,  hogs  and  all  my  movable  estate  agreeable  to 
her  own  choice,  her  bed  and  household  furniture  extra-ordinary 
and  after  her  decease  I  dispose  of  miy  plantation  to  my  tv;o  soxxSf 
Jacob  and  Moses  Elsvrorth,  to  their  heirs  forever,  tovat;  unto 
my  son  Jacob  the  upper  part  thereof  containing  forty-four  acres 
and  one  quarter  beginning  at  a  lynn  tree  a  corner  of  his  old  line 
and  running  thence  to  a  sugar  tree  on  the  banks  of  the  sc  uth  side 
of  the  run  and  thence  south  east  to  a  sugar  tree  and  to  my  other 
son  Moses  the  lower  part  containing  sixty  acres  and  three  quarters 
beginning  at  the  old  line  and  from  thence  dovmward.  I  do  appoint 
my  beloved  sons  Jacob  and  John  Elsworth  and  my  son-in-lav/  Joseph 
Cheveraunt  sole  executors  of  my  last  will  and  testament.  After  a 
decent  funeral  expenses  and  just  debts  paid  they  are  to  take  tvjo 
strangers  and  value  the  other  two  thirds  which  is  to  be  divided 
in  the  following  manner;  I  bequeath  ks  unto  my  oldest  son  Jacob 
two  pounds  to  be  levied  out  of  the  same,  and  afterward  him  and 
everyone  of  my  sons  and  daughters  and  my  granddaughter  Hannah 
Bennett  are  to  have  an  equal  part  and  I  do  hereby  disallov/ 
revoke  all  and  every  other  will,  legacies,  bequests  and  executors 
by  me  in  any  ways  before  named,  willed  and  bequeathed,  ratifying 
and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  the  last  will  and  testament. 
In  witness  v^hereof  I  have  herewith  set  my  hand  and  seal  the  day  and 
year  above  written. 

Signed,  and  sealed,  published  and  declared  to  by  the  said 
Moses  Elsv;orth  the  testator  as  his  last  will  and  testament  in 
the  presence  of  the  observers.

The  Ellsworth  family  appears  as  early  as  1760  in  the  upper  valley  of  the  South 
Branch  of  the  Potomac,  at  that  tine  a  part  of  Au£;usta  County,  later  Rockin£;ham  and 
now  Pendleton  county.  The  Augusta  records  shov;  that  at  least  three  families  of  the 
name  wore  early  settlers  in  that  section.  In  1765,  Hoses  Ellsworth  acquired  sixty- 
acres  on  the  North  Fork  of  the  South  Branch,  and  in  1771  acquired  357  acres  adjoin¬ 
ing.  Jacob  Ellsworth  purchased  215  acres  in  1771  in  the  same  region.  In  1785 
Moses  sr.,  Moses  jr.,  and  Jacob  are  all  listed  as  heads  of  families  in  that  section, 
but  the  name  does  not  appear  on  the  tithable  lists  for  1790,  indicating  that  they 
had  moved  away.  No  records  in  Pentleton  after  1790. 

(1)  Hoses  Ellsworth  sr.  ivas  born  1738,  and  died  in  Harrison  county,  January, 
1802.  In  1758  ^e  married  Mary  Elizaoeth  Hinkel  (b.  1731  d.  1832).  He  \ms  living 
with  his  family  in  present  Pendleton,  in  1785,  and  had  acquired  land  there  as 
early  as  1765,  as  noted. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  he  served  in  the  Revolution  but  on  -August  18,  1775, 
the  Augusta  County  Court  allowied  him  pa^nment  for  supplies  used  in  Donmore’s  v-.ar  at 
the  battle  of  Point  pleasant.  In  1782  he  was  allowed  a  claim  for  liorses,  line, 
corn,  etc.,  furnished  to  the  Continental  Army. 

About  1788  he  removed  to  Harrison  County  and  located  near  Lost  Creek,  hrhere  he 
took  much  part  in  early  church  affairs.  At  his  home  vas  organized  one  of  the  first, 
if  not  the  first,  Methodist  Society  in  Harrison  county.  In  this  work  he  was  assist¬ 
ed  greatly  by  his  son-in-lav:,  Joseph  Chevuront,  a  Frenchman,  long  a  well  known  local 
minister  of  that  faith.  It  seems  that  others  of  the  name  located  nearby  as  early  as 
1790.  The  name  does  not  appear  on  incomplete  censuslists  for  1810  for  Harrison 
county.

Moses  Ellsv/orth  was  spoken  of  in  the  life  of  Jos.  Quinn  and  called  the  "pious 
patriarch"  of  an  extensive,  pious,  and  amiable  family.”  The  proof  that  Moses 
Ellsworth  was  a  Revolutionary  lYar  Patriot  was  furnished  to  M.  Doughman,  by  Edith 
H.  Vrhitaker,  of  London,  0«  The  descendents  of  Villiam  Jackson  and  Hannah  Bennett 
are  eligible  to  D.A.R.  membership  through  Moses  Ellswor^V 

It  is  stated  that^Mary  Hinckle 'of'‘Hinkle'i”“'vd.fe  ^  Moses  Ellsworth,  has 
Revolutionary  17ar  ancestor,  in  her  father,  Mrs.  Edythe  H.  llhitacre,  London,  has 
proofs. 
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The  origin  of  the  Bennett  family  on  the  upper  waters  of  the  South  Branch  of 
the  Potomac  is  somewhat  obscure.  One  fajnily  tradition  recites  that  the  family  is 
of  Scotch  origin,  migfcated  to  Nev^  Jersey,  and  thence  to  L:aryland.  In  Maryland, 
one  Yiilliam  Bennett  married  Hannah  Lee,  member  of  a  family  located  in  old 
Wontgomerj’-  county.  This  Bennott  is  said  to  have  been  a  relative  of  Richard 
Bennett,  colonial  Governor  of  Virginia.  In  some  way  a  contact  ivas  made  with  the 
Green  family  land  syndicate,  w'hich  had  contacts  with  Culpepper  county,  Virginia 
and  York  county,  Pennsylvania.  iVilliam  and  his  family  removed  to  the  South 
Branch.  Another  tradition  recites  that  the  founder  came  to  America  with  Braddock, 
in  1755;  landed  at  Alexandria;  took  part  in  the  campaign  in  western  Pennsylvania, 
and  remained  along  the  Potomac.  Definite  records  traces  the  family  in  Pendleton 
county  regions,  back  to  1767,  v;hen  surveys  were  made  of  lands  along  the  North 
Fork  of  the  South  Branch  River.  The  territory  at  thiat  time  -was  a  part  of  Rocking¬ 
ham  county,  Virginia. 

The  first  of  whom  we  have  any  definite  inf orxaation,  in  this  direct  line,  was 
a  Joseph  Bennett,  born  about  1755,  who  in  1775  married  Barbara  Ellsworth,  a  daughter 
of  Moses  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Hinkel)  Ellsworth.  He  patented  lands  in  1772, 
acquired  other  property,  and  served  as  a  member  of  Harrison's  Militia  Company 
in  1788.

I  Kichard  Jackson  had  a  grant  of  land  in  Southhold,  Mass.  1640.  Record  says  he 
renained  in  Mass,  and  died  there  1672  ages  90  years.  Ho  had  a  son  Robert, 
who  niarried  Agnes  Y^shburn,  daughter  of  Y,ln.  and  Jane  Y:^ashburn,  born  Scrooby, 
England,  1620  -  was  of  Standard,  Conn.  1540. 

II  In  1644  we  find  Robert  Jackson  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  ?''omstead,  v/hich 
was  the  first  English  settlement  made  on  west  end  of  Long  Island  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  and  by  the  pennission  of  the  Dutch  Government.  He  must  have 
been  a  man  of  means  and  high  standing  in  the  Colonies  since  his  name  frequent¬ 
ly  appears  in  the  records  of  tho  to\'m  as  ijiagistrate /  After  the  capture  of 

H/  Y.  by  the  English  in  1664  he  was  one  of  the  deputies  from  Homstead  to  the 
convention  which  met  in  that  place  early  the  following  year. 

Robert’s  v/ill  is  found  in  Book  A.  Queen’s  Co.,  clerk’s  office,  and  is  the 
oldest  Avill  recorded  there.  It  is  dated.  May  25,  1683  and  probated  Cot.  13, 
1685.  In  his  "will  he  provides  for  his  wife  Agnes,  his  sons  John  and  Samuel, 
his  daughter,  Sarah  who  had  married  Nathaniel  Moor  and  provision  also  made 
for  the  child  of  his  daughter  Martha  Jackson  Cole  vho  had  died  a  few  yearw 
previous.  .  -  .  — 

III  John  Jackson,  son  of  Robert  and  Agnes  Jackson,  according  to  law  of  primo¬ 
geniture  irJierited  most  of'  his  father’s  estate,  and  was  one  of  the  patentees 
of  Hemstead  under  the  patent  granted  by  Governor  Rougan  in  1685  and  the  last 
survey  of  the  land  included  in  this  grant.  He  was  sheriff  of  Queen’s  jjo . 
from  1691-1695,  and  vmis  one  of  the  largent  land  owmers  in  that  county.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  assecibly  from  1693-1701.  He  was  twice  married.  His 
first  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Hallet,  of  Dorsetshire,  England,  vho 
moved  to  Greenwich,  Conn.  His  second  wife  was  Elizabeth  Leaxiian.  H§  made 
his  whll  Aug.  26,  1724  and  died  1725.  (Desc.  of  John  Jackson  are  eligible 
to  Colonial  Dames.) 

IV  James  Jackson,  son  of  John  Jackson  and  his  first  vri.fe  Elizabeth  Hallet, 
seems  to  have  been  a  very  useful  citizSn.  He  was  looked  to  for  advice  and 
was  chosen  with  Col.  Isaac  Hicks  as  referee  in  a  dispute  between  Mass,  and 
R.  I.  relating  to  bomdary  lines  betveen  them.  The  colony  of  R.  I.  was  so 
pleased  with  their  conduct  and  endeavors  to  reconcile  the  prople  of  the  twe 
governments ■ that  it  voted  eanh  of  them  a  silvertankard  of  50  pounds  Sterling 
w'ith  the  colonie’s  coat  of  arms  handsomely  engraved  thereon.  James  married 
Rebecca  Hallet,  daughter  of  VJilliam  Hallet,  Jr.  and  granddaughter  of  ‘'Ailliam 
Hallet,  St.  who  settled  in  Greenwich,  Conn.  His  vdll  dated  Sept.  27,  1735 
was  proven  Oct.  21,  1735  -  found  on  record  in  N.  y.  City,  Surrogate  office. 
James  and  Rebecca  had  20  children,  18  of  whom  were  living  when  he  died. 
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V  Joseph  Jackson,  son  of  James  and  Reteecca  (Hallet)  Jackson,  left  Lon^  Island 
when  about  21  years  old  and  went  to  Morris  Co.  N.J.  Records  sViow  that  V.’m. 
Minds  conveyea  to  Joseph  Jackson  on  Se^t.  17,  1759  a  tract  of  1626/10  A.  land 
on  the  left  bank  of  Roclcaway  River  near  the  villa^^e  of  Rockav/ay,  Morris  Co.» 
where  he  lived  and  there  he  died  in  1769.  He  acquired  other  property  of  much 
value.  He  and  his  wife  Ann  ....  had  11  children.  His  oldest  son,  James,  died 
at  the  a4;e  of  21.  After  Joseph  died  his  widow  Ann  marriea  Deacon  Garrigus. 

VI  Edvjard  Jackson,  son  of  Joseph  and  Ann  Jackson,  married  Martha  Miller. 

He  wdth  his  v.lfe  and  3  children,  Jemina',  Stephen,  and  Samuel,  left  JJ.  J. 

and  went  to  Fayette  Co.,  ?a.  about  the  year  5i786-88.  Edward  with  his  family, 
his  cousin  John  and  2  sons,  George  YJ.  and  Edv/^  rd,  his  sister  Elizabeth 
Jackson  Tompkins  and  her  family,  his  brother  TJilliara  and  family-all  left 
N.  J.  together.  At  Hew  Castle,  Del.  they  separated.  His  brother  V^m.  and 
family,  sister,  Elizabeth  and  family  went  South  anto  Va.  while  Edward  and 
his  cousin  John  with  their  families  went  Y/est  into  ?a.  and  settled  in 
Fayette  Co.,  pa. 

Edvra.rd  and  his  son  Stephen  waw  service  in  the  Rev.  Y.'ar.  They  were  in  the 
battle  of  Yorktown  and  were  wounded.  After  the  close  of  the  war,  Edv/ard  with 
his  family  left  pa.  and  came  to  Harrison  Co.  Ys.,  (now  YJ.  Va.)  ajiid  settled. 

This  was  about  the  year  1792.  They  settled  on  a  farm  on  Brown's  Creek,  near 

Mt.  Clare,  (nov;  Byron's  Stop)  Edv^ard  his  wife  and  son  Stephen  are  buried  on 
the  home  farm. 

Much  of  this  data  was  collected  by  Lon  (Alonzo)  Jackson  who  had  made  quite 
a  study  of  the  Jackson  family.  Lon  w^s  a  son  of  Minter  Jackson  and  his  first 
wife  Mary  Katherine  Foil.  He  died  in  1892.  He  had  a  son  Ernest  Alonza  who 
was  a  missionary  to  Brazil.  He  and  his  vdfe  and  youngest  son  went  down  in 
the  wreck  of  the  Vostris,  Hov.  1928. 

The  Mirter  Jackson  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  was  the  son  of  Stephen 
Pomeroy  Jackson,  II  who  wq  s  the  son  of  Stephen  Jackson  I,  who  was  the  son 
of  Edwurd. 

^  ^Martha  Miller  Jackson,  while  on  a  visit  to  her  daughter,  Mary  Bush,  took 
^  sick  and  died  there.  The  streams  were  at  flood  stage  and  her  body  could  not 
be  taken  to  the  graveyard  on  the  hone  place  where  her  husband,  Edward  Y>'.j 
was  buried,  but  was  buriSd  in  Butcher's  cemetery  2-^  miles  north  of  Yifosten, 
v;.  Va.

Iva  Conover  gives  this  data  concerning  "Aunt  Polly  "1/ary"  Bush,  v/ho 
lived  near  Ruttcrville,  Ohio,  her  sister  Lucinda  Jackson  Flesher"  had 
died  (May  20,  1853),  and  walking  home,  ver^'’  fast,  as  it  ms  getting  dark, 
she  became  ill,  sat  down  on  a  log  and  then  fell  over  dead  from  a  heart 
attack.
